tlio efficiency of safety glass, conduct- 
ed hy Mr. Davidson, who is a member 
of the firm of PUklngton Bros., Eng-

Mr. Davidson demonstrated- to- an 
intrrostcd audience that whereas or- 
dinary plate glass can be shattered 
'vlthout even trying, safety, glass takes 
fiiilte a bit of effort to break. Not 
ciily that, but when., idate glass , Is 
Ipvoksn, it forms Into ugly razor-edged 
•jpiintcrs; whereas safety glass forms 
i Uo tiny rectangular bits .which 'are 
b-unt and easily crumbled, and Incap- 
rb'.B of inflicting serious, injury.
